Washington, D. C., July 22.—{Spe- 
cial.j-<A program of tax legislation 
involving little, if any, reduction in, 
but a readjustment of, federal taxation 
began to assume definite form today at 
a conference of treasury officials and 
Republican members of the house 
ways and means committee. The 
changes, Whatever are made, will apply 
(> the taxes of the calendar year of 
1921, collectable in 1922.. Among the 
developments were the following: 
SALES TAX — Republican commit- 
tee members, according to Chairman 
Fordney, have determined definitely 
to abandon further thought of any 
sales tax, and will waste no time on 
the subject at the hearings scheduled 
for next week. The committee is fa- 
vorable’in general to the treasury pro 
gram for tax revision. 
TRANSPORTATION TAX — A pro- 
posal that this tax be reduced by 50 
per cent for a period of one year and 
eliminated entirely thereafter was 
given favorable consideration. 
CORPORATION INCOME TAX — 
Committee members approved the 


treasugy recommendation. for an in- 


crease of the corporation Income tax 
from 10 to 16 per cent and the repeal 
of the present $2,000.exemptions for 
corporations, the additional reven 
from these sources being e¢ 

offset the loss resulting from the re- 
peal of the excess profits” itax: 


INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX—The 
treasury recommendation for a reduc- 
tion of the higher surtaxes to about 
40 per cent will. be followed. RI. ap- 
pears to be accepted as a settled fact 
that the present normal taxes on in- 
dividual incomes cannot be reduced. 

MISCELLANEOUS TAXES — De- 
spite protests by various groups, most 
of these will be retained, with the ex- 
ception of @ few so-called “nuisance ” 
taxes, such as that on soda water. 
The chief. problems remaining to be 
worked out relate to new taxes which 
must be imposed to bring the total 
revenue up to the desired level. New 
taxes considered at the conference in- 
cluded a federal automobile license 
tax, an increased cigaret tax, a tax on 
bank checks, and other new stamp 
taxes.

McCoy, treasury department actuary, 
told the conference that not more than 
$150,000,000 additional revenue can

INTERNAL REVENUE — Treasury 
officials stood by their previous esti- 
mates that it will be necessary to raise 
approximately $4,000,000,000 by  in- 
ternal taxation.

“While it is true that Mr. Spurgin 
is a nephew of mine, I have never had 
any connection with or interest in that 
bank, and, since I have seen Mr. Spur- 
gin only at infrequent intervals, I had 
no definite knowledge concerriing the 
bank’s condition until Monday, July 18, 
when other officers and directors of 
tthe bank called on me,” said Mr. Rey- 
nolds. 

“This conference was resumed again 
on Wednesday afternoon, the 20th, 
when I reached the conclusion that ir- 
regularities existed in the bank and 
that it was insolvent.

DUBLIN, July 22.—“We shall 
talk of freedom no more, for we 
shall have it,” Eamonn de Valera 
told a huge crowd at the Dublin 
Mansion house that met him on his 
return from London tonight. To 
this he added only: 

“This is no time for making 
speeches.” 

LONDON, July 22.—[ By the Associ- 
ated Press. ]—The future course of the 
Irish negotiations seems to turn on 
two important points—first, whether 
another meeting between Sir Jams 
Craig, the Ulster premier, and Eamon: 
de Valera can be brought about in Ire- 
land, and, second, whether Mr. de Va- 
lera can be induced to consent to a 
solution of the situation through an 
amendment cf the existing home rule 
act, presuming that such a soluticn 
can be worked out. 

_ The second question appears to hinge 
on a desire on the part of the contend- 
ing parties to hold to their ideals. Mr. 
Lloyd George, as a concession to tire 
Unionist section of the coalition, wishes 
to save the home rule act, and Mr. de 
Valer@ and his party, on the other

Summon Dail Next Week.

The terms of 
the government’s proposal apparently 
will not be announced publicly without 
a prior agreement between Premier 
Lloyd George and Mr. de Valera. 

According to apparently inspired 
statements, however, they. are of a 
somewhat tentative character, intended 
to indicate the lines on which ths 
government considers a solution of 
the situation possible, provided both 
Ulster and the Sinn Fein are able to 
agree and request the government :o 
amend the existing act. 

A copy of the government's proposals 
was delivered to the Ulster cabinet this 
morning, but its delivery seems to have 
been merely a formality, as Mr. Lloyd 
George made no request for an opinion 
concerning the terms. | 

Press Not Pessimistic, | 

Whether Ulster would accept such a 
compromise as dominion home rule 
with reservations, even if southern Ire- 
land did, is a matter on which there is 
no light at present. 

While the newspapers generally 
show nervous arixiety, there is a lack 
of pessimism in their articles on the 
situation. It is reported unofficially 
that Gen. Jan C. Smuts, the South 
African premier, may proceed to Ire- 
land tomorrow to continue his work as 
mediator.

John M. Hubbard, Loved 
of Poor Kids, Dies. 


John M. Hubbard, for thirty-one 
years assistant postmaster of 
died following an 
attack of acute 
indigestion last 
night at Saxton’s 
River, Vt.,_ his 
boyhood home. He 
was 74 years old. 

The memory of 
Mr. Hubbard is 
enshrined in the 
hearts of Chica- 
goans because of 
the fact he was 
Chicago's official 
‘Santa Claus. for 
many years. Poor 3 
children - who 7 
wrote pathetic lit- JOHN M. HUBBARD. 
tle letters to’ Kris Kringle, pleading 
with him to come down their chimneys 
with his sack of toys, always received 
an answer to their requests for dolls, 
drums or skates from Mr. Hubbard. 
Bach year he imposed upon, himself 
the extra duty of opening all such 
letters and seeing that some wealthy 
citizen’ had the children’s order filled. 
He often was referred to as “the grand 
old man of the postoffice.” 

Solved Big Mail Problems. 
John Maynard Hubbard was born in 
New Hampshire in 1847. He was edu- 
cated in Vermont. At the age of 16 he 
came to Chicago and went to work for 
the J. V. Farwell company. 
1871, he was appointed a distributor in 
the mailing division of the postoffice. 
He later worked in the registry aivi- 
sion as corresponding clerk and gen- 
eral superintendent of ‘general delivery. 

He organized the first station service 
in Chicago and evolved the scheme of 
city distribution. 

Between 1881 and 1889 he left the 
mail service to serve variously as 
bailiff of the Criminal court, deputy 
sheriff, and chief clerk of the sheriff’s 
office. In May, 1389, he was 
assistant postmaster. 

Mustered Gut After 39 

He served in this office until Aug. 
20, 1920, when he was involuntarily 
mustered out of service with 149 other 
postal employés under the provisions 
of the civil service retirement act. 
But the civil service law did not 
have any influence over Santa Claus. 
When the expectant days of December 
rolled around, Mr. Hubbard went back 
to his role of being Santa Claus to 
keep the smiles on little faces and the

Sheriff, Not Small, 
Would Command M ilitia 


BY PARKE BROWN. 

“If Gov. Small were to call out a 
unit of militia and order it to Spring- 
field, it would not be under his orders 
but under the orders of the civil au- 
thorities of Sangamon county.” 

This was stated yesterday by Col. 
Franklin A. Denison, former command- 
er of the 8th Illinois infantry—dur- 
ing the war the 370th U. S. infantry— 
and an attorney who has the military 
law of the state at his finger tips. 

And what he said will be something 
of a blow to Gov. Small’s friends who 
have pictured him as using a body- 
guard of state troops as a wall behind 
which to hide from warrant servers. 

For, unless Denison's understanding 
of the law is upset, troops ordered to 
Springfield would be subject to the 
will of Sheriff Mester, the aounty offi- 
cer who would have the duty of serv- 
ing the pending warrant upon the 
governor. The troops, instead of being 
used to prevent service, might be used 
to protect the deputy who served ‘t. 


Denies Right to Call Troops. 

But Col. Denison made his point 
only after a qualification that, liko all 
other Chicago lawyers who had dis- 
cussed the question, he denied the 
governor's right to call out the troops 
for his personal purposes. 

“Passing over that fact for a mo- 
ment,” said the veteran commander 
through three campaigns of Chicago's 
colored regiment, “ there is not a well 
informed officer of the guard who does 
not know that if he is ordered out 
for state service in connection with 
riots or similar disturbances he 
will take his orders from the civil 
authorities. 

“There is no question of this being 
the fact. The constitution provides 
without qualification that the military 
shall be in strict subordination the 
civil power and the state law vides 
specifically that troops ordered aout to 
suppress riots or similar disturbances 
shall report to the sheriff of the county 
or the mayor of the city in which the 
disturbance occurs. 


No Need for Militia. 


“As for the governor’s right to call 
out troops to prevent the service of a 
warrant upon him, I can find nothing 
in the law that would aathorize such a 
step. The constitution is specific in 
limiting him to calling out troops ‘to 
execute the laws, suppress insurrec- 
tion, and repel invasion.’ There has 
been no allegation that any of these 
developments threatens at the present 


“ Furthermore, there is no doubt that 
if troops ordered out were directed to 
do an illegal act the mere fact that 
they were ordered to do it would not 
excuse them from responsibility for 
that act. If, for instance, a soldier 
were ordered to fire upon a deputy 
sheriff in the performance of his duty, 
that soldier could be held for murder.” 
In other words, Col. Denison hinted 
strongly that it would be well for Adjt. 
Gen. Dickson to seek legal advice be- 
fore ordering out troops to carry ou 
any orders to protect any state official 
from an advance by a deputy sherift 
with a warrant. 
Hoyne Supports Colonel. 

A much similar suggestion was made 
by Maclay Hoyne, former state's at- 
torney, in discussing the constitutional 
provisions authorizing the governor to 
bring the militia into se 

“In view of the express provisions 
of this section,” he said, “in times of

‘no person nor collection of persons, 
being one of the departments of the 
government (in this case the executive)

In defense they invoked the federal 
‘eonstitution, They asked the court to 
prohibit the income tax collector from 


investigating the books of those whose 
~gehedules are questioned. If euch a 


ruling is obtained—and it appears that 
the experts will go to the United States 
Supreme court—the nation-wide im- 
portance of it will be apparent. The 
‘4ncome tax people have been examining 
people's books in innumerable cases 
over the country to learn if income tax 
was being evaded. 

Judge Puzzled by 

“J can’t understand,” commented 

Judge Landis to the experts and their 
lawyers, “how the income tax office 
has been conducted for years without 
a question like this being raised.” 

Gol. John V. Clinnin, assistant dis- 
trict attorney, sprang two surprises 
during the hearing. He told the court 
that the experts had collected $3,153,- 
702.60 in 1918, 1919, and 1920. He 
showed that the aggregate collections 
for last year were $2,797,842, while 
heretofore the amount was supposed

be greatly surprised if Tokio does not 
decide to participate in the conference 
without reservations. 


Won’t Copy Wilson. 


Mr. Harding has made it clear that 
he does. not intend to sit in the con- 
ference as did Mr. Wilson at Paris. 
The President is adhering strictly to 
the policy 6f permitting the confer- 
ence to decide Mvhat matters it will 
consider and in what manner it shall 
proceed.

| ‘The only votes against the bill were 
‘cast by Senators Borah, Idaho; Brous- 
sard, Louisiana; King, Utah; Moses. 
New Hampshire; Reed, Missouri; War- 
ren, Wyoming, 4nd Watson, Georgia. 

Borah Against ‘Expense. 

It was opposed partly on the ground 
of economy and partly because of 
fear that it would constitute a socia!- 
istic venture into the private life of 
citizens. 

Senator Borah voted against it be- 
cause of the expense involved- 

The federal children’s bureau would 
administer the act. The bill provides 
that the states must match the ini- 
tial appropriation of $1,480,000. An 
amendment by Senator. Reed to cut 
$500,000 from the federal fund was re- 
jected, 59 to 6. 

Senator Reed attempted to change 
the title of the bill so that it would 
read “A bill to organize a board of 
spinsters to teach the mothers how tuo 
raise babies.”

THE TARIFF AND THE 
SENATE. 


With 200 amendments, some perhaps good and 
some bad, the Fordney tariff bill providing for the 
highest duties ever known on numerous iterns has 
passed the house by a vote of 287 to 127, and now 
goes to the senate. 

Amendments adopted and amendments 
including disapproval of compensatory duties on 
leather and shoes and upon cotton fabrics, which 
resulted in the return of hides and long staple 
cotton to the free list, indicate that there is a well 
defined attitude in the house in favor of lower 
schedules than those provided by the bill as a 
whole. And yet, in the face of this attitude, the 
house, by a vote almost identical with the final 
vote, refused to recommit the bill with instructions 
to strike out the American valuation section. 

This section is probably the most dangerous fea- 
ture of the bill. How any man could favor lower 
duties than those provided specifically in the bill 
or in amendments offered and at the same time 
vote to retain the American valuation feature is 
difficult to understand. It is to be hoped that the 
senate will not act so inconsistently. 

This feature of the bill did not receive the atten- : 
tion it merited in the. house. The motion to 
recommit furnished the only opportunity which 
the house had to act upon this vital feature. It is 
very evident that insufficient time was given for 
its. consideration, and insufficient discussion of the 
feature to familarize all the representatives with 
its possibilities was allowed.

ARMAMENT AND NATIONAL 
INTERESTS. 


The premier of Australia has made a speech be- 
fore the American club in London to which we 
invite the considerate attention of Americans at 
home. Mr. Hughes does not hesitate to fix the posi- 
tion of Australia on the subject of immigration as 
irrevocable. He makes plain that any agreement 
as to armament must not compromise the principle 
of a “white Australia,” and at the same time he 
asks us, significantly, we believe, if we are ready 
at the conference to consider the Japanese view- 
point and the Australian as well as our own. 

We infer from this inquiry that Australfan states- 
men are considering the possibilities of compensa- 
tion to Japan for a relinquishment of Japan’s so- 
called “race equality” issue; the compensation 
being, of course, a recognition of Japan’s need for 
more room and of her plans of penetration on the 
Asiatic mainland. 

Such a solution is, of course, in our minds, though 
American opinion has not crystallized on this or 
any other policy for Pacific agreement. It is 
gravely important that we should be giving our 
best thought to a Pacific policy, informing ourselves 
of the real issues involved and weighing well inter- 
ests and méans of meeting them. 

But at the threshold of our deliberations it is 
essential that we should rid ourselves of such paci- 
fist and Utopian internationalist notions as are 
placed by theorists in the foreground of discussion

TARIFFS AND FOREIGN POLICY. 
[The New York Times.] 

In his letter to Chairman Fordney opposing the 
duty on oil President Harding used an ingenious 
argument to win over his fellow-protectionists. In 
addition to stating the obvious facts about the crit- 
ical importance of oil in modern industry and the 
need of conserving our own resources,®instead of 
speeding their exhaustion, he called attention to the 
“foreign policy’ which the administration is pur- 
suing. This, he declared, was inconsistent with “ the 
claim of some of the oil producers for a protective 
tariff.’ What he referred to, evidently, is the course 
of our state department in asserting the right of the 
United States to access on equal terms to oil deposits 
in all parts of the world. The force of the notes 
on this subject which Mr. Hughes has sent to the 


Dutch and British and Mexican governments woul 


be broken if this country were now proceed to levy 
a duty of 35 cents a barrel on all crude oil imported. 
It is a case where the smaller and selfish plan of 


the Fordney bill must give way to what the Presi- 


dent calls “the larger policy.” | 

The proposed duty on oil will undoubtedly be 
dropped. Put Into the bill at the last moment, it 
cannot survive the President's opposition. But the 
question arises whethér the argument which gives 
the quietus to, the oi] duty ought not also to be used 
in a lethal way upon other schedules of: the tariff. 
Many of them certainly would prove a hindrance 
to the Jarger policies in foreign affairs to which our 
government is already comimitted. For example, Sec- | 
retary Mellon has informed congress of the purpose of 
the administration to fund the debts owed us by 
France and England and to insist upon the payment 
of interest on them. But if our protective tariffs pre- 
vent those countries from making payment in the 
only possible form—by goods exported to us—should 
we not again sacrifice the smaller to the larger policy? 

It may be that here is a way out for embarrassad 
protectionists facing an altered world. Let them 
vow thelr undying faith in protection. Let them 
dwell as they please upon the horrors of free trade. 
But if they at the same time agree to put their 
sacred tariff theories on the shelf until we have 
worked our way through the vast complex of our 
new foreign relations, they may save their facas 
as well as our necessary trade abroad. Even free 
traders will leave off attacking protection so long aa 
it is not applied.

latter concerning items involving ap- 
proximately $60,000,000 in connection 
with the tax returns filed with the !n- 
ternal revenue Wepartment for the 
years 1917 and 1818. 

Elbert H. Gary, ¢hairman of the cor- 
poration, in his-Statement said, how- 
ever, no decision has been reached by 
the officials in regard to the questions 
involved, and he did not know when 
such a decision would be reached. 

The news that the government was 
investigating the books of the corpora- 
tion came as a surprise to the financial 
district, in view of the large amounts 
paid over to the government in the 
form of taxes by the corporation in the 
years mentioned. | 

As far as could be learned, no 
charges have been made. The dispute 
is over items previously regarded by 
the corporation as nontaxable. 

“In making our income tax returns 
to the government for 1917 and 1918,” 
Mr. Gary said, “we raised ques- 
tions concerning items involving ap- 
proximately $60,000,000 of taxes. Be- 
lieving these, were not taxable, we 
‘claimed credit for them in our returns. 

“Reeently government representa- 
tives have been ciscussing with us the

If I had 
my wish I’d want_a republic where 
everybody can play.

HE faithful turned out in large 
numbers to hear “L’Amore dei 
Tre Re,” by Italo Montemezzi, at 
‘Ravinia last night, and they got 
what they came for, a spirited per- 

formance of a fine work. 

In estimating artistic values first 
honors may be assigned to the man 
who did not wear makeup, Gennaro 
Papi, down_in the conductor's stand. 
He worked the magic. He held the per- 
formance in a firm hand, releasing it 
to explode into unruly turbulence, 
throttling it down again into a slender 
thread of melody, urging on, holding 


alike. It is a masterpiece of a score, 
and he gave it a masterpiece of con- 
ducting. 


To be sure‘ he had a company that 
responded.

When 
Otto Weisheit and James G. McGrath, 
friends of Deputy Commissioner of 
Public Works Burkhardt, were given 
the beach concession, the city’s 6,000 
suits were ordered into storage. _ 

Concessionaires Reap Profits. 

“ Now I find that the concessionaires 
have opened the storageroom and are 
renting the city’s suits out for a quar- 
ter apiece,” Ald. McDonough © said. 
“Sometimes as many as 9,000 suits 
are rented in a day and the income 
from them is often more than $1,500 
a day, for which the city gets nothing. 
It all goes into the concessionaires’ 
pockets.” 

But what angered the alderman even 
more was the discovery that a year or 
more ago Weisheit & McGrath offered 
the city $500 for the suits, or a little 
more than 8 cents for each garment. 
This offer was turned down. Then an- 
other offer of $525 was made. This 
also was refused. 


Take Them for Nothing. 
“And so,” said Ald. Steffenj “ when 
‘they couldn't get the suits for almost 
nothing they appropriated them any- 
‘way, even having the audacity to rent 
them over the counter of the city’s 


own storeroom.” 

“T have no doubt that the use of 
the suits has made $5,000 fer these 
men,” declared Ald. McDonough. “I 
asked Walter Wright of the play- 
ground bureau who gave permission 
for the use of the suits, and he said: 
‘O, I guess they just took them them- 
selves.’
